Steps Must be 
Taken to 
Throttle 


Running Pace of Irresponsible 
Drivers in High Powered Cars 


324 ACCIDENTS IN 1923 


Reports of Accidents Filed Give Va­ 
riety of Causes, Ranging From 


Bee Sting to Fallen Tree 


Indianapolis, Ind., Ja n . 12— Speed 
was responsible for more accidents 
on state roads in 1923 than any oth­ 
er eaii.se making it patent that steps 
must he taken to throttle the running 
pace of irresponsible drivers in high 
powered ears or the list of 
injured 
and kille«! will increa-e as good roads 
«* on ti line to be constructed across the 
istate, according to figures compiled 
n the state highway department. 


Of a total of 342 accidents report­ 
ed in 1923 fiscal year, 145 were 
for 


last driving. The «lealli. toll for 
this; 
period \vas^42 with 194 persons in- 
jured, some serious. 


Tabulation of accidents on state 


roads started in Alareh 1922 
and 
from that time to September of 
the 
same year 141» accidents were report­ 
ed resulting in 26 people killed and 
125 injured. 
Reports of accidents filed with the 
departmont give a variety of causes 
ranging from the sting <»f a bee to a) 
tree having fallen a«*ross the road 
during a storm. High on tho list of 
accidents reported is collisions of 
machines whieh numbered 119 
in 


1923. Sixteen drivers tried to beat 
trains over crossings and lost; 
21 
failed to see telephone |»o!es close t«> 
the roadway; 16 contested the right 
of tra«*tion ears at crossings; 
13 
struck f«iices and 29 drivers ran into 
tin* soles nf narrow bridges. 
A. H. Hinkle, maintmance superin­ 
tendent, To whose «lepartment acci­ 
dents are report«*«!, declares the fa il­ 
in’»* of horse drawn vehicles t«» <lis-

ous minor ac<*i«U*nts. He advocates

itg ;i slate highway, both for pro­ 
tection of th«* driver o f the hors© 
Irawn outfit as well as for motorists* 
Air. Hinkle declares that his «le- 
oartment does not receive reports t>n 
all accidents. H«* estimates that fa ­ 
tal acei«lents are reported 199 per 
tut hut that only about 25 percent 
of the minor m es are reported. W hile 
pee«! seems to be the chief caase of 
accidents, lie does »ot advocate a 
specified speed for ¡ill roads, for he 
declares some roads where traffic is

Rush County Taxpayers $55,000 


Estimate Based on Assertion of M. 


Burt Ihurman; Internal Revenue 
'Corrector1, That 'if "Enacted Into 
Law, Suggested Program Would 
Clip Five Million 
Off Indiana's 


Federal Taxes 


A saving of close to $55,000 in 


federal taxes will be effected for the 
people of Rush county, if the plan 
of Secretary of the Treasiirv Mel- 
ion for reducing federal income tax- 
es, is- enacted by congress. 


This estimate is based on an es- 


timate of M. Bert Thin-man, collector 
of internal revenue for this federal 
district, who has figured out that the 
Mellon plan would save the people 
of Indiana $5,000,000. 


Rush county is thought to be a- 


bout an average .county, and with 
ninety-two counties in the state, the 
average saving per county would -be 
*54,84S. 


Thurman's estimate was based on 


tax figures of i'oriuvr years. 
They 


do-not take into consideration the 
surtax o'f incomes of more than 
$5,000. 
No figures were available 


for this class of income. 


According to Thurman's estimates 


the following saving will be affected 
should the Mellon plan become effec- 
tive:

ing taxes oji income of more than

$606,500 for about 100,000 tax-

SPEED CAUSE OF 
MANY ACCIDENTS 


Steps Must be Taken to Throttle 


Running Pace of Irresponsible 
Drivers in High Powered Cars 


324 ACCIDENTS IN 1923 


Reports of Accidents Filed Give Va- 


riety of Causes, Ranging From . 


Bee. Sting to Fallen Tree 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 12—Speed 


was responsible for more accidents 
on state roads in 1923 than any oth- 
er cause making it patent that steps 
must be taken to throttle the running 
pace of irresponsible ^drivers in -high! 
powered cars or the list of 
injured, 


and killed will increase as good roads 
continue to be constructed across the 
state, according to figures compiled 
:ii the state highway department. 


Of a total of 342 accidents report- 


ed in 1023 fiscal year, 145 were 
for 


fast driving. The death toll for this 
period was^2 with 104 persons in- 
jured, some serious. 


Tabulation of accidents on state 


roads started in March 1922 
and 


from that time to September of 
the 


same year 14t> accidents were report- 
ed resulting in 26 people killed and 
125 injured. 


Reports of accidents filed with'the 


department give a variety of causes 
ranging from the sting of a bee to £ 
tree having fallen across the road 
during a storm. High on the list of 
accidents reported is collisions of 
machines which numbered 11!) 
in 


1023. Sixteen drivers tried to beat 
trains over crossings and lost; 21 
failed to see telephone poles close to 
the roadway; 16 contested the right 
of traction cars at crossings; 
13 


struck fences and 20 drivers ran into 
the sides of narrow bridges. 


A. H. Hinkle, mainttnance snperin-« 


tendent, to whose department acci- 
dents are reported, declares the fail- 
ure of horse drawn vehicles to dis- 
play lights at night causes numer- 
ous minor accidents. He advocates 
passage of a law to compel such ve- 
hicles to display lights when travel- 
ng a state highway, both for pro- 
tection of the drivei' of the horse 
drawn outfit as -well as for motorists. 


Mr. Hinkle declares that his de- 


oartment does not receive reports on 
all accidents. He estimates that fa- 
tal' accidents are reported 100 per 
cent but that only about 25 percent 
of the minor cties are reported. While 
•speed seems to be the chief cause of 
accidents, he -does not advocate a 
specified speed for all roads, for he 
declares some roads where traffic is 
•>ot congested and heavy are just as 
safe for 30 miles an hour as others 
more heavily traveled are at 15 miles 
an hour. He is inclined to the Iielief 
that the motoring public -must 
be 


educated to exercise judgment at- all 
times as regards speed. In the mean- 
time the highway department is re- 
moving as fast as possible narrow 
sections of roads, narrow 
bridges, 


placing guard rails on fills, extending 
sight distances, etc., which are 
the 


cause of manv accidents.

BENEFITS OVERWHELMING 


Call Bears Title "A Call To A Na- 
tional Day in Behalf of Law And 
Order" And Sent To All Clergy 


Washington, Jan. 12—Prohibition 


forces will begin their 1924 offensive 
for upholding the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the Volstead Act on Sunday 
January 13. 


Marking the close of the third full 


year since the prohibition laws be- 
came effective, the day will be ob- 
served as Law and Order Sunday. 
Churches will offer thanks for pro- 
hibition and urge not only obser- 
vance of the laws by everyone but 
also their enforcement by the gov- 
ernment.

significance.

The call points out that the b?ne- 


icent results of prohibition laws are 
marked and overwhelming, and that 
there is a widely organized and high- 
ly financed propaganda for their nul- 
ification.
